Liberation as provisional govern- 
ment of France. 


It was to obtain such rccognil'o.i 


that de Gaulle sent word he would 
like to see the president.

Mr. Roosevelt agreed to receive 
him primarily bcausc he hopes 
that he may persuade the French 
leader to work more closely with 
the Allied high command for vic- 
tory in Europe. 


Actions which have lessened the 


chances for a successful meeting, 
according 
to highly-placed offi- 


cials, include dc Gaulle's criticisms 
of General Dwighl D. Eisenhower's 
announced policy for administer- 
ing liberated areas of France. , 


They also include his work with 


the exiled governments of Poland, 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia and Lux- 
embourg which resulted in 
their 


recognizing the committee in Lon- 
don yesterday. 


The concern here is not over the 


fact of recognition by those gov- 
ernments, it was said, but whether 
de Gaulle is playing on the fears of 
small countries and exiled govern- 
ments to form them into a blo--:K. 


Another thorn in the side of the 


White House and Stale Department 
is the doubt being cast upon the 
validity of Allied invasion currency 
used by Eisenhower's troops.

DeGaulle's 
Invasion Role 
Irks Allies

Charles dc Gaulle are fading fast 
in diplomatic quarters here. 


The French 16adcr's aclions in 


the last few days of invasion crisis, 
it was learned today, have tended 
lo strengthen rather than modify 
the While House and Stale Depart- 
ment decision against recognizing 
the French Committee of National 
Liberation as provisional govern- 
ment of France. 


It was to obtain such rccognil'o.i 


that de Gaulle sent word he would 
like to see the president. 


However, it can now be reported 


Mr. Roosevelt agreed to receive 
him primarily bcausc he hopes 
that he may persuade the French 
leader to work more closely with 
the Allied high command for vic- 
tory in Europe. 


Actions which have lessened the 


chances for a successful meeting, 
according 
to highly-placed offi- 


cials, include dc Gaulle's criticisms 
of General Dwighl D. Eisenhower's 
announced policy for administer- 
ing liberated areas of France. , 


They also include his work with 


the exiled governments of Poland, 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia and Lux- 
embourg which resulted in 
their 


recognizing the committee in Lon- 
don yesterday. 


The concern here is not over the 


fact of recognition by those gov- 
ernments, it was said, but whether 
de Gaulle is playing on the fears of 
small countries and exiled govern- 
ments to form them into a blo--:K. 


Another thorn in the side of the 


White House and Stale Department 
is the doubt being cast upon the 
validity of Allied invasion currency 
used by Eisenhower's troops. Al- 
though official reports on the sub- 
ject have yet to be released, this is 
understood to be assuming serious 
proportions as a problem in 
the 


limited areas of France 
already 


liberated.

at Emmerich, Germany, and Ger- 
man air bases and b r i d g e s in 
France and Belgium. The assaults 
extended the simultaneous bomb- 
ing of the battle area nnd the Ger- 
man homeland around the clock. 


The American force aggregating 


upwards of 1,500 bombers and fight- 
ers attacked among other targets 
the Le Bourgcl and Creil air fields 
at Paris, Etampes-Mondesir a n d 
Chaleaudun in France; Brussells- 
Melsbrocck and Eindhoven in Bel- 
gium.

heavy bomber force, the German 
radio said, surged up fron^ Italy 
for an attack on Hitler's 
Europe 


which underwent heavy a t t a c k s 
j'rom the south in the Munich nren 
both yesterday and last night.

up the assaults on German fight- 
ing forces and strategic targets far 
inland. It was described here as

Comber Com- 


mand, a world-roaming unit under 
the personal direction of Gen H. H. 
Arnold, chief of 
the

forces. 


The 
War Department wilheld 


details on the new bombing of Ja- 
pan proper — first such attack on 
the mainland since the Dooliltlc 
raid of April 18, 1942. 


There was no immedialc hint of 


what part of Nippon had been hit, 
nor from where the B-29's went into 
action. 


But Arnold said 
in 
connection 


with the announcement: 


"This employment of the B-29 


makes possible the softening up at- 
tack on Japan very much earlier 
than would be possible with air- 
craft hitherto known to combat." 


General 
George 
C. Marshall, 


chief of staff, in a statement on 
the attack made public by the War 
Department, said that the super 
fortress introduced a new type of 
offensive against the enemy and 
"also creates a new problem in 
the application of military force." 


Because of the enormous range 


and heavy bomb load of this new- 
est bombardment plane, said Mar- 
shall, they can strike "from many 
and remote bases at a single ob- 
jective."
